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SIK ROBERT'S DISCLAIMER 


Sir Robert Borden has issued a state- | 
ment saying that he would not accept ap- | 
pointment to the governor-generalship of 
the Dominion if this were offered him. 
There is no Canadian to whom the post 
could be more properly offered, none who 
is better equipped by knowledge of con- 
stitutional law to discharge its functions, 
none who has a better claim for prefer- 
ment by the present Government, and no 
man who has been prominent in politics 
would be accepted by the public with less | 
misgiving. 

Unfortunately, Sir Robert does not | 
state the reasons for his attitude. His 
statement does not give the ground of the 
refusal, nor suggest that this is dictated 
by business considerations. The inference 
is that he doubts the wisdom of selecting 
the representative of the King in Canada 
from among the residents of this Domin- 
ion. It is to be hoped the ex-Premier will 
give the public the benefit of his views on 
that phase of the question, which can bet- 
ter be threshed out before an appointment 
is made than after. 


TIME TO REBUILD 


When a wave swept over the Ghost 
river dam a few weeks ago and put the 
hydro-electric plant there out of com- 
mission, Edmonton house-holders were 
given convincing proof that the city’s 
steam plant must be kept in readiness for 
action if a continuous supply of current | 
is to be assured. And, as upon that | 
occasion the city was able to sell power 
at a profit to the Calgary Power Co. for 
outside distribution, it was further de- 
monstrated to be good business to keep 
the city plant in shape to produce rather 
more current than is required for use in | 
the city itself. 

There will therefore be general ap- 
proval of the decision of the council to 
proceed with the reconstruction of the 
city plant and the replacement of the 
obsolete machinery now in use there. 
That is the one and only way to guarantee | 
a supply of current at all times. The | 
expenditure will run to nearly $2,000,000; 
but it will take a couple of years to do 
the work, and the old plant has served | 
as long as it can reasonably be expected 
to operate without undue danger of break- 
downs. The only alternatives are to create 
a new city steam plant or depend entirely 
upon the Ghost river plant; and the 
latter has been shown to be inadvisable. 


MORE WH EAT MONEY 


Official figures given out at Ottawa 
show that during the four months ending 
with November, 106,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were exported from Canada, Dur- | 
ing the corresponding period a year ago | 
the exports amounted to 60,000,000 
bushels. The price per bushel for this 
year’s shipments averaged about two- 
thirds that of last year, taking the total | 
value of the exports as a basis for calcy- 
lation. If price indicates the strength of 
the demand, the heavier shipments this | 
year are not induced by a keener demand 
abroad, but are being made in face of less 
favorable selling conditions. The conclu- 
sion is plain. Last year’s crop did not 
stay in Canada because it could not be 
sold, but because it could not be sold at 
the price asked | 

While the wheat shipped this season 
brought a lower price per bushel, the total 
value of the exports is placed at $85,000,- 
000; against $82,000,000 for the quantity 
shipped during the same period last year. 
The notion that less wheat money has 
been coming into the country than a year 
ago is thus shown to be incorrect. There | 
is more, by three millions of dollars. The 
aggregate buying power of the wheat | 
growers is greater, not less, than it was 
last year. And as commodity prices have | 
fallen in the meantime, the eighty-five 
millions received during the first four 
months of the present season makes pos- 
sible a far larger volume of buying and 
selling than the eighty-two millions re- 
ceived last year. 


WHY NOT “BUY NOW"? 


“Buy now” is the advice that is being 
given to the public most often and most 
urgently as a means for breaking up busi- | 
ness stagnation, increasing activity in 
commercial and industrial quarters, mak- | 
ing employment more plentiful, and help- 
ing to bring about more satisfactory con- 
ditions for all.

to those who cannot buy. To the man 
who has neither money nor a job it means 
nothing. It is intended for those who 
could buy but are not buying; for those 
who have steady employment for which 
they are drawing regular pay, but who 
are not spending their earnings as freely 
as they commonly do; who are “hoard- 
ing’, to use a much-abused term, 

The question naturally arises: why 
are such people “hoarding”, to a degree 
that is undoubtedly helping to slow down 
trade? The answer is easy to find, Fear, 
not inclination, is the motive of the un- 
wonted thrift. Something resembling 
panic has seized upon the minds of em- 
ployees everywhere and in all occupations, 
No one, it is said, knows who will be the ! 
next to lose his position or suffer a cut 
in pay. Where such apprehension is 
general there is no cause for wonder if 
people cut down their expenditures and 
start to save something to tide them over 
the prospective period of unemployment 
or reduced earnings. 

The way to make this advice effective 
is to remove the fear which prevents it | 
being accepted and acted upon, When | 
a man expects to be “fired” in a week or 
so there really is not much use telling 
him that he should go out and spend the 
few dollars he has saved up against that 
contingency. But if he were told by his | 
employer that he is in no danger of being 
discharged, his owy inclinations would | 
lead him to do that very thing, par- 
ticularly on the eve of Christmas. 

The employer who takes his staff into 
his confidence at this juncture and_re- 
assures them as to the security of their | 
positions is displaying the quality of 
industrial leadership.

IMPERIAL SOLIDARITY NOT SHAKEN 

With a mandate from the Canadian people to put 
this country's cards on the table and demand pre- 
ference for preference, Mr, Bennett submitted propo- 
sals which all could understand. The wisdom of 
those proposals, the doubt about the efficacy of their 
operation if adopted, is beside the question, After 
the ballots had been counted last July, Canada knew 
exactly what the new Prime Minister would say to 
the Conference.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE EASILY REDUCED 

High blood pressure is often called the disease 
that follows success, but this is obviously wrong. The 
real causes begin with an “‘s” all right, but the right 
way to spell them is s-ugar and s-tarch. Not too 
much success, but too much of the carbohydrates is 
the usual cause of the blood pressure soaring higher 
than the normal, However, since success and over- 
indulgence often go together, success may be said 
to have some effect on the blood pressure, Neverthe- 
Jess, I promise you that everyone can enjoy all of 
the success in the world and never have a high blood 
pressure if very little of the sugars and starches is 
used. . 

Another common fallacy is that meat or smok- 
ing causes high blood pressure, but I have made many 
tests and found that neither of these seems to have 
any important effect upon the blood pressure. 

Many people think that those who are stout and 
inclined to be red in the face have high blood pres- 
sure, but this is not true. Many thin, pale people 
have high blood pressure, and many fat, florid ones 
have low blood pressure. The only method of deter- 
mining the blood pressure is to have an examination 
from a doctor who uses the sphygmomanometer, 

In an adult the pressure should be about 125 to 
130 millimeters. If the blood pressure is above 140, 
it should be lowered immediately, which can be read- 
ily done with a fruit fast. 

The importance of the blood pressure is shown 
by the fact that practically no insurance company 
will ever accept your application if your blood” pres- 
sure is much too high. I have seen thousands of 
cases where the high blood pressure was reduced to 
normal on a fruit fast regimen without the use of 
any drugs whatever. 

One who kas high blood pressure has to be care- 
ful to avoid mental strains or worry or physical 
strains, as the excessive tension of the arteries is ac- 
companied by a hardening of the arterial walls, and 
if the blood pressure becomes temporarily higher, a 
hemorrhage or apoplectic stroke may result. 

Exercises should be taken very slowly in the be- 
ginning, but may be gradually increased as the blood 
pressure becomes normal. Walking is one of the best 
exercises, and one may start with a mile a day and 
increase the distance up to five or ten miles as the 
blood pressure comes down and the strength im- 
proves, 

A permanent cure in every case depends on chang- 
ing the diet. A fast on fruit juices, say orange juice, 
and distilled water will bring the pressure down to 
normal within a short time, but if this recovery is 
to last, the patient must continue to use very few 
of the carbohydrates in the diet for a long time, and 
in some cases he will have to leave them off entirely 
for awhile, 


Face Twitches 
Question: Miss A. B. asks: “Would nervousness 
cause a twitching of the face? At times I cannot 
control the muscles of my face, I am 20 years old.” 
Answer; You need a diagnosis to determine the 
cause of your nervousness. You can then no doubt 
be helped if the right treatments are used, with pro- 
per diet and the cultivation of good hygienic habits, 


Verruca 

Question: F. 8, writes: “I have what the doctor 
calls a verruca on my hand, Would lack of salt in 
my diet cause this, and how can I remove it?” 

Answer: A verruca is a wart and there are many 
different types. It is possible that a fasting and 
dieting regimen followed by a local cautery treatment 
on the verucea would overcome it. A lack of salt in 
the diet would not cause this, but general acidosis 
might be responsible.

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Cats and Cat-Lovers 
By J. P, Glass 


It is true that the dog and horse, particularly the 
horse, have been more intimately connected with great 
events of history than the cat, yet the feline family 
has had no mean share of participation in the lives 
and careers of great men and women, 

Historically, the cat seems to have made its first 
appearance in Egypt about seventeen centuries B.C 
The cats of ancient Egypt had employments long since 
surrendered to dogs; that is to say, they were used in 
hunting. Murals show them pointing and retrieving, 
purposes for which they were trained by their skilful 
masters. 

Apparently the first cat so important that its 
name survived it was Boukaki, the cat of King Hana, 
who probably was of the Eleventh Dynasty. The tomb 
of Hana in the Necropolis of Thebes has a statue 
showing him standing erect, with Boukaki between 
his feet, Probably Boukaki was a hunting cat and his 
master's favorite 

It was among the Egyptians that the custom prob- 
ably originated of leaving bequests for the mainten- 
ance of cats. Every once in a while today we hear of 
some cat-lover remembering his or her pets in a will 

The most notable example of this practice was 
provided by the Sultan El-Daher-Beybars, who was 
the reigning sovereign in Egypt about 1260, AD. 
Though otherwise a very wicked person, the Sultan 
had a soft spot in his heart for all felines; and 60, 
when he died, he left a garden, called since, “The 
Cat's Orchard,” the income of which was to be devoted 
to the care of all the feline vagrants of Cairo 

As the years passed the orchard became badly run 
down, with a resulting loss in income. However, other 
cat-lovers left bequests that supplemented that of 
El-Daher-Beybars. 

Officials who superintended the disbursement of 
charitable bequests established the rule that the daily 
feast of Catro’s cats should take place in the outer 
court of the Tribunal. The food provided was to con- 
sist of refuse meat purchased from the butchers’ stalls 
and chopped into fine pieces 

Century after century this feast was spread. The 
dinner hour corresponded to the hour of afternoon 
prayer. At the first signal, cats already waiting 
would come leaping from ever direction, to be early 
and get their full share. The old cats were excep- 
tionally expert, Often, new and inexperienced felines, 
not dexterous enough to take care of their appetites, 
could do no more than, lick the paving where meat 
had lain 

The supply of meat might run out, but that of 
cats never did. People desirous of getting rid of 
kittens brought them to the outer court of the Tri- 
buna! at the heighth of the feast and dumped them 
among the vagrants, among whom they quickly lost 
their identity.

Liabilities 
By GLENN FRANK 


Here are seven liabilities that 
Stuart Chase, in a stimulating arti- 
cle in the Saturday Review of 
Literature for November 22 lists as 
among the stubborn problems we 
shall face during 1931: 

(1) We have a credit system that 
back-fires, stalls, and jams all the 
more as engineering and the tech- 
nical arts perfect themselves. In- 
staliment selling, says Mr, Chase, 
pumped some six billion dollars of 
new blood into it during the decade 
before the market crash, but that 
is not on the boom as it was. 


(2) We have unemployment on 
our hands, the most stubborn phase 
of which is, in Mr, Chase's mind, 
the technological unemployment 
that follows the substitutio@ of 
machines for men. 

(3) We have overproduction in 
the capital investment of many 
major industries. 

(4) We have an industrial struc- 
ture that is top-heavy. Luxuries 
tend to crowd out essentials. And 
the farmer is in an economic blind 
alley. 

(5) We have an improperly bal- 
anced distribution of income as be- 
tween the investor and the worker. 
‘The investor class, if one may use 
the word class so loosely, now gets 
the lion's share. This is not stated 
in the spirit of the agitator, but 
simply to point out that if an ade- 
quate proportion of the national 
income does not go into the pockets 
of the consuming millions, buying 
power will be seriously restricted, 
and the more than adequate propor- 
tion that goes into the pockets of 
the investor class will be put into 
capital investments in industries 
and make for greater production 
when the buying power is not in 
existence to absorb the output, 

(6) We have armies of high pres- 
sure salesmen literally cancelling 
each other's efforts. 

(7) We have a serious shortage 
of industrial and political statesmen, 
Mr. Chase confesses that he could 
not name ten men competent to 
cope with the problems of 1930, 1 
think he could, At least I think 
we could muster ten men who 
supplementing each other, could 
give us the leadership we need.
